THE GOVERNMENT DISHONOIiET) 



A few days ago we exposed the pet- 
ty meanness of the Government in de- 
laying a small payment for wages due 
a Chinese cook until the Chinese Tax 
Act had come into oj^eration, and then 
deducting the amount of' liis quarter's 
tax ($10) fi'om the amount due, and 
handing him tho balance. Tho organ 
would probably remark, " Served him 
right; no business to be a Cliinanian." 
But: Mongol- or sOaucossian, tbe deduc- 
tion is inWcusatilc, imparalleled and ut- 
terly contemptible. The greatest 
fraud of a business man in tke Prov- 
ince would not stoop to an act so mean 
aa this. A wholesome dread of being 
pointed at with the finger of scorn by 
> his fellow-men would deter him, even 
' if he had not a - fear of legal con.sc- 
quonces before his eyes. The Govern- 
ment need not fear- a lawsuit, since 
they must lirst give permission before 
a suit can be brought; but we bad hoped 
that they were Jiot so wholly oblivious to 
public opinion that their reputations, 
although badly damaged, were entirely 
' ~ beyond repair; and that they would 
not be guilty of an act which as ])ri- 
vate individuals none of tliem would 
attem])t to defend. We find that wo 
were mistaken as to the manner of 
men that now run tho Government. 
They, are impervious to popular 
seniiinent., ' ' The contempt,' scorn 
and*' odium tneir recent act^ have 
drawn down upon their heads are like 
the bullets that travelers fire at the 
hippopotami wallowing in the Nile. 
The shots glance ofl' from their adaman- 
tine hides and leave not a trace behind. 
They have not hesitated to exact from 
a Chinaman an illegal payment, be- 
cause they were strong and he weak, 
and because they owed tlie poor devil a 
paltry sum of money ; tiiey have not 
been deterred from stooping still lower 
if such a tiling were possible. The 
vpublic are a^ty^e that there was a gen- 
eral reduction " of salaries in , the Esti- . 
mites passed at the recent session. Tho 
Act authorizing the reduction became 
law on the 2d September, but in paying 
h-alarie.i to the 1st of September the 
Government gave the Act rotrosjiective 
force. They declared salaries reduced 
from the 1st of July, and paid the un- 
fortunate ofiicials accordingly ! If an 
official were to raise his voice in expos- 
tulation, if he were to shake his liead, 
or even wag his little finger in depreca- 
tion of the paltry nieannoas of his 
masters — off" would go his head, like 
Buckingham's. In addition, the olEcial 
is debarred by Act of Parliament from 
a constitutional right of recording his 
vote against the men who are dragging 
the fair fame of the Province in the 
mire by their illegal exactions, their 
nonpayment of schoolteachers and their 
appropriation of a portion of a Chinese 
cook's earnings.

Hr. DoOosmos and Oonfe&eration. 



Editou Colonist : — Mr. DcCosmos, 
(1 beg parilon, the Hon. Amor DcCos- 
mos) in his dryasdust oration of Tues- 
day night, expatiated upon the benefits 
conferred upon tho Province by Con- 
federation. He dwelt at considerable 
length upon the amount of money tho 
Doiiiinion had given us in excess to 
tiiat received by tiie Province. Ac- 
cording to that statement we ought at 
the present time to be in fine fettle 
That naturally would bo tho pro])er 
coiuHtion of those receiving more than 
tliev have paid. But what is the actual 
state of things] Why, that., at the 
liresent time our Provincial Govern- 
ment is apparently bankrupt; its finan- 
cial arrangements aro so badly ordered 
that its poverty stands out in the most 
undisguised maimer. It dishonors lia- 
bilities of a character that if done by 
any commercial firm would bo equal to 
insolvency. Such is the present pitiful 
condition of our Government. Surely, 
it is impossible for any Govornment 
having pretensions to respectability to 
sink much lower. iS'ow comes the 
question, Has Confederation (the ben 
fits of which Mr. DeCosmos so mucl 
lauded) been in any way concerned 
in causing this deplorable state of 
things'! and if it has, why did Mr 
DeC. so loudly sound the trumpet in 
it favor? Was not the jireliininary 
part of your address on Tuesday night 
one .continued .tirade.of jnyecfciye, on 
the faithlessness of the Dominion — of 
their non-fulfilment of tlio railway con- 
tract — of their repudiation of the dry 
dock bonus — of their shutting down 
suddenly on the Walkeni- Beavan Gov 
eminent, and plunging the Province 
into financial diftlculties by these var- 
ious operations ? And yet, forsooth, 
wo are to be thankful for Confedera- 
tion 1 —Why, because the Hon, Amor 
DeCosmos was the father of Confeder 
ation, and so must needs extend hi: 
jn-otecting wijig over his offspring and 
ask us to be thankful ! What the 
Dominion has done for us has been 
simply this : the helping us up with 
one hand and knocking us down witli 
tlie other. It would bo well for this 
Province if Mr. DeCosmos' address on 
Tuesday, instead of being as announced 
by him the "Lay of tho Last jMinstrel" 
had been comjiared with tiie pensive 
notes of the dying swan. The com- 
munity has had enough, and more tlian 
enough of DeC, so that there is gen- 
erally felt witli regard to him that 
satiety expressed by the man wlio had 
had a surfeit of ral>l)its, and said :

Kvcry effert compatibio with tho honor and di;{nltT 
of the Province should bo made to Fccure r.aihvav 
constriiction during tho interval tlwt will elapso be- 
fore the period ILted in the memorial just (orwarded 
by our flovernmcnt for withdrawal (roiii tlio Union 
shall li.'ive expired. Failing to socuro our risrht.'!, I 
sh.ill bs prepared to demand not only separation but 
indemnity for damages suatainoil through tho broken 
obligations of Canada. 

I beliuvc that Canada is in honor ami cquitv bound 
to pay the Province £.'iO,000 in aid of dry dock con- 
struction, and if clcctcil i shall prcs.s for the fulfil- 
ment of that as well aa every other obligation. 

To legislate in tho interest of a unitcdprovinco will 
bo my constant aim, anil if honored with your conll- 
denco I shall do my utmost at Ottawa to cheek the 
influx of thoChlncBO and their emploj-nient on public 
works within tho Province. 

In conclu.sion, I beg leave to tliank the many 
electors wlio have expressed tholr appreciation of my 
reasons (or declining; to submit my claims to tlie 
consideration of a BoK-constitutcd convention; and 
beg to assure every one who may feci an interest In

TEE CONVENTION DENOUNGED. 



Tho Feoplb Insist on beinff Seard. 



THE MEETING REJECTS MR. DALBY. 



A ineoting of the electors of Victorift 
District, ciinvcned by Mr. J. H. Todd, 
was lield !it Philhaniionic Hiill last night. 
Tlio tittendance was numerous. On motion 
of Mr. Fell, Mr. J. H. Turner was vot«d 
to tho chair. 

Tho chairnian said that tho eloctora 
woro fully aware of tho purpoao of tho 
meeting. Mr. Todd liu felt assured was 
not desirous of forcing himself on tlio 
clectora, but as ivtia woll known the nom- 
ination nuulo by the convention did not 
ronrescnt tlio wishes of tho people; ho 
hoped thiit tliose present would give »n 
honest exprodsion to their sentiment and 



Mr. 'Williams then said that ho under- 
stood tho Convention was intended to set- 
tlo a family squabble. Some had proposed 
to shako tho dice for nominees. Some 
had proposed to draw straws. LIr. Todd 
had expres.sed himself fullj- satisfied, but 
had drawed out. But tlie electors did not 
know Mr. Todd as well sa ho did. (Loud 
gro.ina and hisses.) Mr. Todd was not a 
sound man on tho railway or anytliing 
else, (groans) and if the electors sent Mr. 
Todd, thoy would inako a grand niist;ike. 
(No, no, and groans.) Ho did not caro a 
cent who tho people elected, so long as 
thoy did not send Mr. Todd. (Groans.) 

Air. B.\Sinith]said that;thSJ;convention 
was no convention at all. It was a hogus 
affair from beginning to end, and ho wa^ 
so disgusted with its proceedings that ho 
had to take a dose of salts tho morning 
afterwards. Ho was not sure tliat lie 
would not come out as a candidate himself. 
His friend on his left (Mr. DeCosmos) 
was tho only politician in the oountiy and 
ho really did not know much. All tho 
rest wore perfect amateurs, and although 
he liad put in 14 years in tho political 
service himself, ho was still an infant in 
tho business. Ho did not think tho con- 
vention had anything at all to to with the 
mooting, and consequently it should bo 
ignored altogether; ' Ho thought it right, 
however, that the meeting should say 
whether Mr. Todd was a proper candidate 
or not. (Clioors). Ho liad really an 
ids.-* of becoming a candidate himself, be- 
lieving that what with dissension and 
contention and extension ho could creep 
in between. 

Dr. Dalby aaid that the convention was 
a private concern. Ho was prepared to 
abido by tho decision of tho meeting 
whether ho, or Jlr. Todd, or Mr. Elliott 
or jMr. Daviea should run with ilr. Do- 
Oosmos. Ho thought it all important 
that Mr. DcCosinos should bo elected and 
that it was highly desirable that a repre- 
sentative should be rotiimed ; to 'irork 
harmoniously with him at Ottawa. In 
face of Mr. Todd's withdrawal he did not 
think it honorable that ho (Mr. T.) should 
again enter tho Cold. Ho (Mr. D.) was 
at once prepared to withdraw from tho 
candidature if the voice of the meeting 
was against him. (Cheers). 

Mr. W. Wilson, as chairman of tho 
convention, said that ho bcHovod it was 
the province of tho convention to have 
selected any candidatoa they tliought 
proper. Ho did not think any wire pull- 
ing had boon done, but ho thoiiglit it 
would have been bettor if tho convention 
had been made by a public meeting. He 
did not baliovo that it was originally in-o 
tended to ratify the action of tlio conven- 
tion; but that tho .igreemont to submit it 
to a, public meeting was an afterthought 
on the part of Mr. DoCosmoa and Mr. 

Dalby.-- - ; 

Mr. Wlbyj of Esquimalt, took"' tho 
platform to deny that the Convsntion had 
been a put up job to defeat tho candida- 
ture of Mr. I)avies and Mr. Todd. Tlie

. Mr. J. H. Todd, who was received with 
loud applause, said he had ontertd the 
late convention in order to facilitate tho 
nomination of candidates to represent the 
diatrict. It had, however, been agreed 
that the noininati^fi made by the conven- 
tion should ho subftiitted to the approval 
of the electors. La.st week at a public 
meeting, from tho expression of public 
opinion, ho was led to believe that the 
action of tho convention was not in accord 
with public sentiment and ho would now 
ask those present, before addressing them, 
whether tliey were prepared to support 
tJie action of tho convention. If they 

■ were of course ho would abido by their 
decision, hut if not ho would Iiold him- 

- self free to again bccoino a candidate for 
election. 

Mr. DeCosmos rose, to ask the chair- 
man what the' meeting was called for. He 
did riot think it right^that the meeting 
should deal witli the action taken by the 
convention, hut deemed it tho province of 
those present to say whether tliey thought 
Mr. Todd a i)roper per.son to represent 
tho district at Ottawa or not. If 
tho convention were to be talked about 
he would probably have to sp^ak 
at some length on the question himself. 

Mr. Fell said that, to bring the ques- 
tion to an issue lie would a.sk tho meeting 
to say whether or not tho action of tho 
convention was endorsed. (Cheers.)

yesterday occasioned by the seizure of 
goods for non-payment of the head-tax 
imposed by the local Government. The 
seizures wore made under the direction of 
Mr. Maguire, a recent arrival from Cana- 
da. Tlio stores of Sam Gee on Yates 
streeti.Oh Hiiig^'pn Johrisoii street, Tai 
Yuno on Oorrnorant street were amongst 
those visited, and in nearly all Hjo pre- 
mises on the latter street the Chinamen 
put up tlioir shutters .and suspended busi- 
ness. No disturbances occurred, tho 
Chinamen submitting to tho removal of 
their goods with coniplaisai|ce. After the 
dnays had been laden they were driven to 
the police barracks and there tho chests of 
tea, b.ales of cloth, pack.ages of opium and 
other ofl'ects were deposited to await pub- 
lic sale The attention of tho City police 
force was almost entirely directed to the 
seizures. Ono policeman was obsorvodon 
a dray, another accompanied tho bailiff 
and another kept "tho gang dear" as the 
goods were conveyed from the various 
stores to the wagons. It is understood 
that a raid will lie iiiado to-day on tho 
Belmont Boot & Slioo Factory, m tho 
management of which cstablishmom Mr. 
W. Wilson, P.P. , is largely concerned. 
Some thirty Chinamen aru onijiloyed on 
the premises and consequently, unless the 
head tax bo previously paid by the pro- 
priotors tho stock in trade of the Compa- 
ny will be materially diminished. It is 
somewhat remarkablo that although coun- 
cillor Shakespeare doiiios tho report that 
lio has been superseded by Mr. Maguire 
ho took no part in the seizures yesterday.

A &rapMo Doscription of tlio Ledeos. 

[Concluiietl.l • ' , 

With one or two exceptions work has 
been suspended all along tho lino of the 
Bonanza ledges, and in point of fact very 
little real work in tho way of development 
lias been done on aiij' of them. Witli the 
exception of tho Cariboo, the St. Laurent 
and, perhaps, the Enterprise, it is proba- 
bly within the range of truth to say^ that 
S1500 in actual money will cover the out- 
lay on anj' ono mine, tho work so f.ar done 
in most cases being confined to sinking a 
shaft from 50 to 75 fcot, which ought not 
to cost nioro than $15 a foot at the out- 
side, then stopping wfirk, and letting the 
water come to the surface. 

No doubt tho oxcitomont in tho stock 
market last year was largely tho cause of 
this state of tiling.?. Individually, the 
country was poor, and so long as selling 
shares paid quicker returns than sinking 
shafts, it w.as hardly to bo expected that 
much would bo done in the way of devel- 
opment. The majority of tho claims on 
the Bonanza ledge, have not, ao far as 
thoy have boon developed, shown p.aying 
ore in sufficient quantities to work at a 
profit, but tliero is every reason to hope 
that a greater depth a different state of 
things will exist. 

Fortunately this is not the end of the 
storj'. 

This Big Bonanza lodge, running right 
across tho country for an unknown dis- 
tance, is like a groat tree with branches on 
every side. 'These branches or feeders 
aro being discovered almost daily. Tliey 
aro from four to eight and ten foot in 
width running at various angles, but 
cdmiys toiccirds the Bonaiaa, giving as a 
rule good and often high assays. 

It is probable that all these loads will 
pay to work from the surface down. 

To the southward of that portion of the 
Boiianz.a kn«wii as tho Wilkinson ledge 
there are two claims running nearly north 
and south, the Crown Point and the For- 
rist. Tho latter of these has developed a 
four-foot ledgo of excellent ore, some of 
it running as high as §300 by assay. The 
Crown Point is also getting out somo good 
rock. To tho north of tho Bonanza pro- 
per there is a ledgo located by Mr. Ralph 
and Dr. Carrall, running due north .and 
south and intersecting the Cooper claim. 
A good prospect can be obtained from tho 
decomposed rock on the surface by iiioro- 
ly jianning it out. Thirteen tons of this 
ore in two separate lots is now being work- 
ed at the test mill. It is merely taken 
from the surface and to a depth of tour 
feot or BO, and whatever the result' may 
bo, is hardly a fair indication of the value 
of the ledge. 

Two other ledges in tho iraniediato vi- 
cinity, and running towards the Bonanza, 
South 70' West, have also been located 
and aro developed in each case. 

On I.'ihvnd Alountain, to the left of 
Jack of Clubs Lake, a good deal of work 
has boon done with excellent prospects. 

The Walker claim is about four feet 
wide running into the Bonanza South 45° 
West. A drift has been run. along this 
ledgo for about fifty feet, and a large 
amount of good free milling ore taken out. 
Assays from this ledgo average ?17 and 
upwards, some going as high as §04. It 
will probably mill §15 on an average, and 
perhaps better. The "John's" claim 
coiitiguo'iia to this runs towards the Bon- 
anza at an angle of South. 70° West ' It 
is almost a counterpart of the " Walker " 
in appearance, with sharp well-definod 
walls. Two tons of this ore were milled 
at the test mill throe weeks ago and yield- 
ed a bar of ?!38.04'or $11».02 per ton. No 
at.tempt was made to save the sulphurets, 
which were probably worth §4 a ton more, 
and the screen used was coarser than 
would bo desirable. This ledge has been 
traced and taken up to Jack of Clubs 
Lake, some 1500 feet to tho Eastward. 

On Lowlieo Creek the " Wilcox " ledgo 
shows three small veins, one about 10 
inches and tho other.s-about 2 inches each, 
which will probably widen and come to- 
gether further in the hillside ; 8i tons of 
this ore was also milled about the same 
time as that from the " John's " lodge, and 
gave a bar 900' fine §201.70 or about §24 
a ton. This assay is tho samo exactly as 
that of the Lowhee placer mines, and is 
evidently one of tho sources of the depos- 
its found ill that creek. 

Other ledges or eroppings of ledges 
have also boon located lately, which aro 
now in process of development, and out 
of which soino will, no doubt, turn out 
well. 

'Iho Enterprise Company liavo lately 
obtained from the B. 0. M. & M. Co. the 
loan of ten of their stamps, which they 
aro now setting up in the building owned 
liy tliein, formerly the property of the 
Lane it Kurtz Go. In this building thero 
is a [lowerful ateam-ongine and also a 
large watcr-wheol, fully protected against 
cold weather. The company propose to 
USB tho water-wheel as being tlio most 
economical of the two, and will bo ready 
to run in thirty days. Tlioy have also 
purchased the Sam Walker mine, on Is- 
land Mountain, subject tb the approval of 
tho shareholders. " The distance from this 
mine to the mill is 2^ miles, and by mak- 
ing a good road down tho mountain the 
ore can bo brought to the mill at a small 
cost, as it is all uii a down grade. 

This is tho most encouraging feature in 
Cariboo at tho present moment. It would 
appear to bo an excellent stroke of policy 
on the part. of tho Enterprise company 
which ought to place them on a dividend 
paying basis very shortly, and is certainly 
a most liber.il act on the part of tho B. 0. 
M. & M. Co. Tho great want of Cariboo 
just now is milling facilities. There arc 
many ledges that would pay at once to 
work, and [lay luuidHomely at that, if a 
small mill was close at hand, but the 
country is a rugged one, .and it costs from 
S8 to §12 a ton to pack ore from any of 
these ledges by Indian or Chinese pack' 
trains, to the test milU at Richfield, and 
the owners aro too poor to make 
their own waggon-roads. A five stamp 
mill with 750 pound stamps suita- 
ble for free milling rock, can work 
ten tons a day through " a No. 7 screen, 
which is quite fine enough; and does not 
cost a very large fortune to erect, ^yater 
power is everywheriBiri.' sufl5cient'quantitieB- 
for such mills, and if not in the immediate 
locality can be brought there for a trifling 
expense. There is abundance of freo 
milling ore on the surface and from ton 
to fifteen feet down, and in somo cases to 
a much greater deptli, in all these branch 
ledges, which will pay these little miUs 
well if located on the sp9t. Then after a 
fund has been accumulated they will havo 
courage to tackle the sulphurot ores which 
underlie the oxydized rock, for it is a 
matter of grave doubt if there ia such a 
thing as a free milling gold mine^ in all 
British Columbia. ' Below a certaiii depth 
the ore runs into arsenical pyrites, assay- 
ing from §20 to §80 per ton. The problem 
of the future will be to work this class of 
ore economically and at a profit. If this 
can bo done, and of this there is but littlo 
doubt, the supply is practically unlimited. 

Too much of your valuable 'space has 
alr»»dy been occupied, but a word or two 



mt^'be added about the locations outside 
of Cariboo proper. 

On Hixon Creek a network of sinall 
stringers has been developed, some of 
them showing ore of great richness. They 
are confident of soon finding tho ledge 
and if it turns out anything- like these 
little feeders they can get. ^oi% with a 
few feet of it and be satisfied. On Lillooet 
mountain, Mr. Foster of Clinton, owns a 
ledgo four foot wide, running into the 
mountain from. Eraser river. A short 
tunnel has been run into the ledge at a 
depth of 80 feot. The ore looks promising 
and is very uniform in character. Mr. 
Foster is sending 400 pounds of it to San 
Francisco for a mill test. 

This ledge is seen on tho other side of 
the Eraser and running up tho mountain 
aide, but quite inaccessible. Not far from 
Lytton a ledge i.s pointed out which ap- 
pears to promise woll, but is of a low 
grade, which also crosses the river. Quito 
lately a now discovery has been made im- 
mediately at the back of Yale. 

Tho theory has boon started, and it ap- 
pears to bo a plausible one, that there aro 
many gold quartz ledges hitherto undis- 
covored which cross the valleys of the 
Thompson and Eraser rivers, and that the 
deposits of fine gold dust found in the 
bars and benohea of thesa rivers oome 
from tho erosion of these ledges and not 
from the crooks loading from Cariboo. 

Ono comes away from tho country with 
a fooling almost amounting to a conviction 
that brighter days aro in store for it, and 
that the quartz mines of Cariboo will be 
hoard from again 'ore long.
